After  the  initial  havoc  of  a  Team¬ 
ster’s  strike  was  settled,  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  new  Senior  High 
School  progressed  until  comple¬ 
tion  in  the  fall.

Learning  the  fundamentals  of 
mathematics  proved  enjoyable  as 
well  as  practical  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Math  Department  staff 
and  its  head,  Lowell  Buzzard.

Varsity  Football 


Although  the  future  looked  bleak 
early  in  the  season,  the  Hunting- 
ton  County  Community  High 
School  football  team  finished  with 
one  of  its  most  successful  seasons 
since  consolidation  in  1966.  After 
the  first  three  games  the  Vikes  had 
a  mediocre  1 — 1 — 1  record,  in¬ 
cluding  an  0—1  record  in  the  con¬ 
ference,  and  had  lost  Captain  Tim 
Reahm  for  the  season  due  to  an 
injury.  But  Coach  Young  pulled 
them  together,  and  the  gridders 
won  five  of  their  last  seven  games 
including  all  remaining  con¬ 
ference  games.  With  this  came  a 
share  of  the  Central  Indiana  Ath¬ 
letic  Conference  football  title  for 
the  first  time  in  three  years. 

Probably  the  biggest  thrill  of  the 
season  came  when  with  three  sec¬ 
onds  left  in  the  game  Dave  Kaylor 
completed  a  nineteen  yard  des¬ 
peration  pass  to  Lenny  Poehler  for 
a  touchdown  and  Robin  Goebel 


booted  the  extra  point  to  beat 
Hartford  City.  Many  individuals 
were  rewarded  for  their  outstand¬ 
ing  efforts  throughout  the  season. 
At  the  conference  banquet,  Mike 
Millner,  Tom  Brown,  and  Tom 
Schenkel  were  named  to  the  all¬ 
conference  team.  Pete  Stambazze 
gained  second  team  honors,  and 
Kim  Griffith,  Paul  Whitesell,  and 
Dave  Kaylor  received  honorable 
mention.  Whitesell  also  got  honor¬ 
able  mention  on  the  Associated 
Press  all-state  team,  while  Millner 
was  one  of  thirty-three  to  gain  a 
berth  on  the  Bloomington  Herald- 
Ttlephone  all-state  squad. 

A  stout  defense  enabled  the  B-team 
to  shut  out  four  of  its  last  five 
opponents,  while  relinquishing 
only  four  touchdowns  during  the 
entire  season.  The  reserve  team, 
under  the  guidance  of  Paul  Buz¬ 
zard,  finished  with  a  respectable 
4—1—2  record.

Varsity  Basketball 

Winning  streaks  and  slumps,  sur¬ 
prises  and  disappointments  high¬ 
lighted  the  1968-69  basketball 
season.  Coach  Marvin  Tudor’s 
cagers’  CIC  hopes  suffered  a  bfow 
early  in  the  campaign  when  they 
played  poorly  in  a  loss  to  Elwood. 
However,  the  Vikes  rallied  to  win 
their  last  six  conference  contests; 
thus,  setting  the  pattern  for  the 
entire  season.  Rolling  along  with 
a  7 — 3  record  and  just  fresh  from 
winning  their  first  Huntington  In¬ 
vitational  Holiday  Tourney,  it 
looked  as  though  the  roughest 
part  of  the  schedule  was  passed 
and  it  would  be  smooth  sailing  to 
tourney  time.  But  the  Vikings  just 
couldn’t  seem  to  get  going  in  1969 
and  lost  six  of  their  last  ten  games, 
all  against  non-conference  foes. 

The  highlight  of  the  regular  sea¬ 
son  came  in  the  last  home  game 


when  the  Vikings  faced  Peru, 
needing  a  victory  to  stay  in  con¬ 
tention  for  the  conference  title. 
The  cagers  responded  by  demol¬ 
ishing  the  Tigers,  setting  a  new 
scoring  record  in  the  process.  A 
week  later,  Wabash  knocked  off 
unbeaten  Elwood,  enabling  the 
Vikings  to  clinch  a  tie  for  the 
crown.  HCCHS  became  thoroughly 
enveloped  in  Hoosier  Hysteria  in 
early  March  due  to  the  Vikings’ 
success  in  the  state  tournament. 
The  Vikes  stormed  through  the 
sectional  with  unexpected  ease. 
Then,  as  they  revenged  a  regular 
season  defeat  to  Bluffton  in  the 
afternoon  game  of  the  regional, 
whipped  Kokomo  in  the  finals,  and 
prepared  to  meet  undefeated, 
second-ranked  Marion  in  the  Fort 
Wayne  semi-state,  enthusiasm 
mounted  to  an  unprecedented 


high.  Although  the  outcome  looked 
dismal  when  the  Giants  ran  up  a 
sixteen  point  lead  with  less  than 
eight  minutes  left  in  the  game,  the 
valiant  Vikes  gave  one  last  gasp 
and  only  a  three  point  margin  re¬ 
mained  when  time  ran  out  in  the 
game  and  the  season.  Huntington 
hosted  the  Conference  banquet 
and  climaxed  the  year  by  Dave 
Kaylor’s  selection  to  the  all-con¬ 
ference  squad.  Mike  Parker  and 
John  Maples  won  second  team 
honors,  while  Phil  Rich  received 
honorable  mention. 

Coach  Wally  Stoffel’s  Scydiings 
also  had  a  successful  season  fin¬ 
ishing  with  a  13—7  record.  Junior 
Tom  Cowden  was  the  leading 
scorer,  averaging  9.5  points  per 
game.  Bob  Stambazze’s  7.1  aver¬ 
age  paced  all  sophomores.
